Recently one of our professors used a remarkably fine illus- 
tration to show differences in point of view. He drew a circle 
on the board and showed that, viewed from a point within the cir- 
cle it would look quite different than if viewed from a point out- 
side. Our purpose at the present time is the elucidation not of 
some abstruse idea, but of a very practical and somewhat dis- 
agreeable one. 

We, who work editing the Daily view a certain circle from 
the inside, whereas many of our readers will view it from the out- 
side. We are referring to the question of getting notices and re- 
I ports of society meetings to the office early. The practice of 
\ending in sketchy telephone reports and notices interferes seri- 
ously wjfth our editorial economy. In the course of an evening 
there are wasted many precious minutes by thoughtless executives 
of societies who take the night editors or reporters away from 
their work to answer telephone calls. We do hot wish to lay 
down strict rules regarding time for getting in notices, but we sug- 
gest that if written notices were deposited in the office in the af- 
ternoon there would be less complain about the Daily getting 
things confused .. 

Last week a miniature tornado burst into the editorial sanc- 
tum . After subsiding somewhat it demanded why we had not pub- 
lished in that morning's issue an "advanced" account of a particu- 
lar event — a meeting of some importance to a number of stu- 
dents in the University, but still almost a week ago. The votar- 
ies of some societies feel that news concerning their particular 
hobby should have precedence over all othe r news. If the Prince 
of Wales had dropped in at the Union Cafeteria yesterday it would 
be news for to-day's' Daily. If he were scheduled to do this next 
week, or had done it last week, it would be news. To be of interest 
to readers an event must be timely. It sometimes happens that 
an advance notice of a meeting which is taking place next week ie 
crowded out of our columns by relatively less important events, 
but. which at the time have greater news value

Sympathetic Discussion of 
Modern Poet 

FRANCIS THOMPSON 

Extracts Read from Author 
of "The Hound of 
Heaven"

work of bis favorite poet, Francis 
Thompson . The worlcn of Frnncln 
'I'll oui pson arc cotisldercd by, some to 
bo inyslloal and (llfflcull to nndor- 
iitnnd but In reality they are Mko a 
gold 'mine. The morn t'iey are studied, 
ho richer the troastiroH that nr© nu- 
uarthed, 

I'rol'eSHiir Smith began his ad.dross 
by a skotch or the poet's Uro. Francln 
Tlionvpsnii was born In f.ancaslilro In 
IK5I1. Ho was tho son of a poor and 
bard worked country doctor. As a* 
«M 10, he was thoughtful and lonely, 
and hasooiatdtl lltllo with other boys 
of his age. As h's father was a 
Roman Catholic, Cio was sont io a 
.Calhollc school n ear Hurbain, an 
oxcellonl Sichool but nlttmted In a lone- 
ly and depressing spot among tho 
English moorlands. From thence he 
went to Owen's College, Manchester, 
to follow il a father's footsteps In the 
medical profession. II Is pool's Houl 
rebelled against the atmosphere of 
hospitals and studies and l n the 
middle of iii» career 'he vanished. 

He went to London, which .'s a hard 
nurse to poets, and there Cie spent the 
hardest nnd moat terrible years of 
his life. R was necessary to earn a 
living so he tried various tasks. He 
worked l'or a l'me as a 'boot-maker, 
I niter he was a collector of second- 
hand books. He could, not always 
obtni'n work, and in this period of 
despair Ole wrote a poem about the 
"Thames Embankments" ; This poem 
proves 'that in the agonies of tac 
human soul, the great realities of God 
are reveale.d In a way t'.iat is un- 
mistakable. 

Happier days were drawing for the 
poet. Ho found friends who received 
him in their honi c as a poet, gentle 
man and friend. He l'vcd with them 
for the remainder of his life an.d it 
was through their aid that he was 
enabled to publish bin poetry.- 

His most famous poem Is "The 
Hound of Heaven," but many of his 
other wr tings such as his "Sister 
Songs," "Ode to the Setting Sun 
, 'Orient Ode to the Rising Sun," and 
the poem "To the Dead Cardinal of 
Westminster" arc well known. 

Francis Thompson is known be- 
cause of 'his short life aiid tragic 
story, h's wonderful mastery of the 
English language and his marvellous 
apprccfttllon of and trilntto to young
